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The model airplane contest at the 
Punchard athletic field was held to dis- 
play the agility of tiny gasoline-powered 
craft in the air. That it accomplished, 
but it also displayed the agility in the air 
of one of the contestants who was sup- 
posed to keep both feet on the ground. 
The laws of the contest didn’t mention 
that fact, but it is just understood be- 
tween grounded aviators of model planes 
that the model goes up in the air and the 
man behind the controls remains on the 
ground. It’s very simple to talk about but 
it is not always easy to follow through. 


The model airplane club in town is 
new and the members who, for the past 
few months have been building trim 
little chassis (what is the plural of chas- 
sies, chassieses?) around the small gaso- 
line motors that look very uncomplicated 
but that sell at about 25 bucks a throw, 
have not had enough experience to be 
professionals at the game of ground fly- 
ing. Therefore, when a Lawrence flyer 
visited the contest to show off some of 
his spectacular maneuvering, it was good 
news to the local club. Here was an op- 
portunity to take a lesson in agility. 


Carl Laffert had brought along his 
stunt plane, Blood Stream, which was on 
the program for some exhibition flying. 
It was quite a harmless appearing craft in 
spite of it’s gruesome title and powerful 
little motor. It was carrying a tank full of 
gas, about one-third of an ounce at brim 
capacity. 


She made a graceful take-off, the 
purr of her motor indistinguishable amid 
the cheers of the crowd. The two narrow 
cables running from the tail of the plane 
to the wings, through the clear fall air 
to the wooden handle by which Mr. Laf- 
fert manipulated it into a dive or a loop 
could harly be seen. It looked as if the 
plane was entirely on its own and was 
making up its own mind just what stunt 
to pull off to do its owner proud. That's 
the way it looked. But the owner who was 
skillfully directing the plane’s motion 
could feel the tug of the cables as the 
motor picked up speed. Gaining and 
gaining, the tiny craft had reached a 
speed of 75 miles an hour when the thing 
happened. Laffert was running along the 
athletic field, keeping his eyes on the 
plane, when he tripped and took as neat 
Q nose dive on the athletic field as you’d 
ever want to see. The plane, robbed of its 
navigator, fluttered around in the air like 
a helpless bird that has just found out 
that the next page of the instruction 
book is torn out, then with the old ““show 
must go on” spirit it went into a dive at 


break-neck speed and about now the 
Chinese are wondering what new kind of 
a worm is pushing it’s metal nose through 
the oriental dirt. 

About a dozen Andover planes were 
entered in the contest and managed to 
do their maneuvering without mishap. 
James. J. Doyle was the judge, with Her- 
bert Bachmann acting as starter and 
Francis Roderick as timer. Robert Bach- 
mann of Stratford road was awarded the 
first prize of $5.00 with a control line 
gasoline model of his own design. Second 
prize of $2.00 went to Charles Sanborn 
of 59 Elm street and Andrew Alvino of 
North Andover was the recipient of third 
prize. 

The club was greatly encouraged by 


the interest shown in the event and is 
planning a full scale contest in the spring 
when, it is anticipated, there will be many 
more planes ready to participate. So far 
no innovation similar to last week’s fea- 
ture has been arranged, but those things 
seldom are pre-arranged. 

In Model airplane contests, stunt 
flying does not regularly apply to the 
man at the controls. It usually means the 
planes themselves that are equipped to 
circle, loop-the-loop, dive and travel bot- 
tom side up. It could be that Blood 
Stream was equipped with a radio and 
that the last message from pilot to navi- 
gator was ‘Roger, Over.’’ What differ- 
ence did it make if his name was Carl?

WHERE IS “THAT BOOK?” 


We had a little celebration here at 
the Townsman Press one day last week; 
it wasn’t much, because we’re saving 
the big celebration for the now not-too- 
distant day when the Tercentenary book 
will be completed. 

But last week we began to see some 
results of our several months’ work, be- 
cause a load of coated paper finally came 
through. Coated has been very scarce, 
but it was coated we wanted—and so we 
waited. When you’re printing something 
for the ages, you don’t want to use any 
substitutes, and for the type of pictures 
that we’re running, coated paper was 
the only thing. 

So we unloaded the paper, got some 
pages on the big press, and then sat 
down for a few moments to look it over. 
We've let a few other people take a 
glance at some of it, too, so we knew 
there was real reason to celebrate. The 
men in the shop know, too—and they all 
felt a good deal of justifiable pride in 
the job. 

It’s really something—and it ough‘ 
to be something. [t’s been a lot of work. 
We knew it was going to be alot of 
work. We probably could have gotten 
out a volume with much less work, but 
gosh—this is Andover. It had to be good. 

It was one Sunday morning last 
spring that we decided that something 
in the way of a worthwhile souvenir 
just had to be part of the town’s 300th 
birthday celebration. The town’s appro- 
priation was limited, the time was 
limited, everything was limited. We had 
enough to do too with our regular work 
—but it is a pretty nice town, and it’s 
worth doing a little extra for. 

As we talked it over in the office, 
that “little extra” became a lot extra. 
Our preliminary plans today look pretty 
meager. The thing developed, and it be- 
came apparent that the shortness of 
time would not allow us to do everything 
that the very enthusiastic support of 
the townspeople and the business firm” 
had made possible. 
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We wanted to do it all ourselves, too. 
When most newspapers get out special 
editions, they usually import somebody 
to run the whole thing. But we’re in 
business in Andover, we wanted this 
perfect, not anything thrown together 
by some outsider who didn’t have one 
bt of devotion to the town. 

The staff got to work—and kept get- 
ting the Townsman out, too. Betty 
Buchan was relieved of a lot of her 
Townsman work, with Elinor Cole add- 
ing that to her secretarial duties. Eliz- 
abeth Caldwell saw many of the busi- 
ness houses; Mr. Grover saw others. 
The two Donalds, Look and Surette, 
went out photographing the town. The 
organizations, the churches, the schools 
were all contacted for histories (and 
believe it or not, one of the more im- 
portant town organizations didn’t get 
their history in until a very few weeks 
ago.) The staff buried itself in old 
Townsman volumes to bring the town’s 
history up-to-date. It’s rather fasci- 
nating, reading back in 1902 when the 
Savings Bank made news by having a 
telephone installed, or Officer Myers- 
cough and the Townsman editor getting 
excited because automobiles were going 
through town at 15 miles an hour, or 
3allardvale residents wanting one of 
those new street-cars to run down their 
way. And what we know now about some 
of your antecedents! But of course that’s 
not going in the book. 

Well, anyway—we have the paper. 
It was a hard job getting it—but we 
have it—and before too long, we'll be 
having the big celebration. In the mean- 
time we’l watch with pride form after 
form coming off the press—and you'll 
see it one of these days all together.

Bronze Star Awarded 
Navy Cdr. Jordan 


Cdr. Mark H. Jordan, U. S. N,, 
husband of Mrs, Louise Jordan, 7 
Argyle street, has been awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal by Secretary of 
the Navy James Forrestal for the 
President. 

Jordan received the award as a 
result of his outstanding efforts in 
executing important projects on 
tuadaleanal from June 15, 1942, to 
January 5, 1948, as Executive Of- 
ficer of the Sixth Construction 
Battalion. 

The text of the citation is as 
follows: 

“For meritorious service as Bx. 
ecutive Officer of the Sixth Con- 
struction Battalion in operation 
against enemy Japanese forces at 
Guadalcanal, from June 15, 1942. to 
January 5, 19438. Discharging his 
essential duties with outstanding 
skill and energy in the face of per- 
sonal hazards, Cdr. (then Lt.) Jor- 
dan contributed materially to the 
execution of vitally important proj- 
ects, assisting in the construction 
of roads and bridges essential to 
our ground operations; the oper- 
ations of all electrical installations, 
refrigeration plants and heavy 
lifts; and the effecting of emer- 
gency repairs on our line ships and 
cargo vessels. By his professional 
skill, courage and unwavering de- 
votion to duty throughout this criti- 
cal period of our campaign for 
Guadalcanal, Cdr. Jordan upheld the 
highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service.” 


Bonus Checks 


Most of the State Bonus checks 
have now been mailed to Massachu- 
setts veterans, and in cases where 
the amount was not correct, the 
Bonus Division is withholding pay- 
ment pending receipt of additional

A veteran who is in receipt of a 
check for one hundred dollars, but 
whose foreign service entitles him 
to an additional one hundred, m2” 
cash the check but should then 
notify the Bonus Division that he 
has received the check and has an 
additional sum due him. He will 
then be mailed a letter-form to be 
filled out and returned to the Di- 
He should make a notation 
on the bottom of the form that the 


check for one hundred dollars has 
heen cashed, or, if he prefers, he 
may return the check to the Bonus 
Division, advising that it is not in

Lump Sum Payment 

The lump sum payment now al- 
lowable for National Service Life 
Insurance does not become effec- 
tive automatically. A personal let- 
ter from the insured requesting 
lump sum payment and bearing his 
signature is the only means by 
which the lump sum clause may be 
added to the policy. In case of 
death, the beneficiary can not claim 
lump sum payment if it wag not 
previously requested by the insured,

Official Termination 

There still are free educational 
opportunities for volunteers in the 
new peacetime Regular Army. Al- 
though October 6 was the deadline 
for eductional benefits under the 
G. I. Bill of Rights for the full term 
of enlistment, men between the 
ages Of 17 and 34 joining the gser- 
vice now will continue to get edu- 
cational credits. until the war is of- 
ficially declared terminated, the U. 
S. Army announces, 

Before October 6, men volunteer- 
ing for three-year enlistments were 
eligible for 48 months of free col- 
lege education. Nevertheless, edu- 
cational credits for all enlistments 
will acerue until the official term- 
ination of th war — one year of 
college after 90 days of service 
(one day of which must be served 
prior to the official termination of 
the war), plus one month additional 
for each month served thereafter. 

Allowances remain unchanged. 
The government pays tuition, labor- 
atory fees etc., up to $500 per year 
at a college or business or trade 
school, of the veterans selection 
where he qualifies, plus grants of 
$65 monthly for living expenses, 
$90 if the veteran has dependents. 

Young men who want to obtain

a part of their college financing, or 
those who want to complete shorter 
courses in business or trade schools 
will find that the Army still can 
help them. Those who were unable 
to enroll in colleges now crowded 
with wartime veterans resuming 
their education after three to five 
year lapses, may enlist in the peace- 
time Regular Army and earn edu- 
cational credits until the war is of- 
ficially declared over, then start 
their schooling two or three years 
hence when the crowded con- 
ditions in colleges may be improy- 
ed. 

While in the Army, a soldier may

It may be engi- 
neering — the automotive lines,

Expenses for medical, hospital and other 
seryices rendered to a ‘pensioner, which re- 
main unpaid at the time of his death or 
commitment to an institution as an insane 
verson shall be paid directly to the person 
rendering such services. 


No pension under this chapter shall be 
liscontinued nor shall the amount thereof 
he decreased until the expiration of fifteen 
days after notice has been given by the 
Commission to the pensioner. 

Provision is made by which a person re- 
ceiving a pension may be absent from the 


Commonwealth on a visit without having 
such pension suspended. 
It is provided that General Laws (Ter. 


Ed.), c. 273, § 20, which relates to the sup- 
port of parents by children, shall not apo 
when parents are eligible to receive a pen- 
sion. 

Provision is made that there shall be set 
up in the Commission a subdivision of ap- 
peals under the jurisdiction of a supervisor 
of appeals. Any person aggrieved by the 
failure of the Commission to pay an ade- 
quate pension under this chapter, or by the 
failure of the Commission to approve or re- 
ject an application for a pension or a fe 
quest for an increase in the amount thereof, 
within thirty days after receiving such ap- 
plication or request, shall have a right to a 
fair hearing, after due notice, upon appeal 
to the subdivision of appeals in the form 
and manner prescribed by the commission; 
provided that such appeal is received by 
the subdivision of appeals within sixty days 
after official notice of the action taken by 
the Old Age Pension Commission has been 
received by the applicant or pensioner. The 
decision of the subdivision of appeals shall 
be final and binding upon the Commission. 


The Commission or any interested person 
aggrieved by any decision in any proceeding 
before the subdivision of appeals may obtain 
judicial review of such decision by_ filing, 
within twenty days of the date of mailing of 
such decision, a petition for review thereo! 
in the district court within the judicial dis- 
trict wherein the pensioner or the applicant 
for a pension lives. 

In any proceeding for review the findings 
of the subdivision of appeals as to facts 
shall be conclusive, such proceedings shall 
be heard in a summary manner and give? 
precedence over all other civil cases. From 
the decision of a district court upon review 
an appeal may be taken to the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court. 

The possession by an applicant for pen 
sion under this chapter of assets consisting 
of cash, active securities or inactive secur! 
ties, or any combination of such assets, shall 
not disqualify him from receiving such pen 
sion; provided, that the total of such assets, 


figuring the pres 
active securities ; 
the Old Age Pen 
exceed the sum o 
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figuring the present cash value of such in- 
active securities at the sum determined by 
the Old Age Pension Commission, does not 
exceed the sum of $300. 


A person is not to be disqualified from re- 
ceiving a pension because of the ownership 
of an equity in vacant land from which there 
is insufficient income to provide for his bud- 
getary needs or minimum payments, or the 
ownership of an equity in real estate by an 
applicant who resides thereon or who, in 
the opinion of the Commission is residing 
elsewhere because of physical or mental in- 
capacit., provided that if such equity on 
the basis of assessed valuation exceeds an 
average of $3,000 during the five years im- 
mediately preceding application for the pen- 
sion, ths applicant shall execute a bond in 
the penal sum for the amount of the equity 
in excess of $3,000 conditioned on repay- 
ment to the Commonwealth of all amounts 
paid as such pension without interest, such 
bond to be secured by a mortgage on the ap- 
plicant’s real estate. Provision is made for 
the recording of such bond and mortgage 
w.thout a fee and the apportionment of the 
proceeds realized from any of them between 
the Federal government and the Common- 
wealth. 


A person is not to be disqualified from 
receiving a pension by reason of the owner- 
ship of a policy of group insurance or of a 
policy of insurance in an amount not ex- 
ceeding $1,000 or of a policy of insurance 
in an amount not exceeding $3,000, having 
a cash surrender value not in excess of 
$1,000, if such policy has been in effect not 
less than fifteen years. 

No pension shall be granted to an appli- 
cant who at any time within five years 1m- 
mediately prior to the filing of an applica- 
tion for such pension has made an assign- 
m nt or transfer of property so as to render 
himself eligible to such pension. No pension 
shall be subject to trustee provess or assign- 
ment, and no applicant for a pension, who 
knowingly makes any false stat-ment or 
perpetrates any fraud or deception in rela- 
tion to his application, shall be granted any 
pension nor be eligible for one during one 
year thereafter. A person, his executor or 
administrator shall be liable in contract to 
the Commonw-alth for expenses incurred by 
it for a pension paid to such person under 
this chapter if such person or his estate is 
in possession of funds not otherwise exempt- 
ed th-reunder. 


If an application for a pension under this 
chapter is effected by the eligibility of the 
applicant to receive aid under General Laws 
(Ter. Ed.), c. c. 115, which relates to State 
and Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief, the 
applicant shall be entitled to exercise such 
options and execute such waivers as may be 
necessary to receive the pension which he 
seeks. 

All cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
shall furnish suitable headquarters for the 
carr-ing out of the duties of the commission 
in such cities and towns. 

The measure further provides that there 
shall be established and set up on the books 
of the Commonwealth a separate fund, to be 
known as the Old Age Pension Fund, con- 
sisting of receipts credited to said fund un- 
der General Laws (Ter. Ed.) c. 64B, G. L. 
(Ter. Ed.) c. 128A, § 15, as amended, G. L, 
(Ter. Ed.) c. 138, § 27, as amended, and 
all proceeds of taxes assessed under Acts of 
1941, c. 729, §§ 9 and 9A. 

The Old Age Assistance Fund as in force 
immediately prior to the effective date of 
this act is hereby continued in existence, 
but shall hereafter be entitled “The Old 
Age Pension Fund.” 


It is provided that all civil service em- 
ployees in the Department of Public Wel- 
fare of the Commonwealth, including the 
supervisor, referees and emplovees of the 
subdivision of appeals in said department 
or of any city or town, emplo’ed in the ad- 
ministration of the Old Age Assistance Law 
on the effective date of this proposed meas- 
ure, shall be transferred to the service of 
the Old Age Pension Commission, retaining 


their present civil service seniority retire- 
ment rights and any step increases from the 


minimum pay of their grade earned durin 
their service with said department or eaid 
bureaus. 


It is provided that all records and prop- 
erty used in the administration of the Old 
Age Assistance Law and which are the 
vroperty of the Commonwealth are to be 
transferred to the Old Age Pension Commis- 
sion, 


This act shall take effect on March first, 
nineteen hundred and forty-seven,— 


which proposed law was 
approved in the House 
of Representatives by a 
vote of 125 in the affirm- 
ative and 79 in the neg- 
ative, and on which the 


Senate did not vote,
